ure of certain civil officers. There are other of¬ 
fenses charged in the. papers referred to the com¬ 
mittee which I may consider by themselves. In 
order to sustain impeachment under our Constitu¬ 
tion I do not hold that it is necessary to prove that 
n oxime is an indictable offence. I agree with the 
distinguished gentleman from Pennsylvania on the 
other side of the House, who holds this to be a 
purely political proceeding. It is intended for a 
r uled}' for malfeasance in office, and to prevent the 
continuance thereof. Beyond that it is not intend¬ 
ed as a personal punishment for past offences, or 
for future example. Impeachment under our Con- 
ntitntion is very different from impeachment under 
(lie English law. The framers of our Constitution 
did not rely for safety upon the avenging dagger of 
a Brutus, but provided peaceful remedies which 
should, prevent that necessity. England had two 
systems of jurisprudence ; one for trial and punish¬ 
ment of common offenders, and one for trial of men 
in (higher stations, whom it was found difficult to 
convict before the ordinary tribunals. This latter 
proceeding was bv impeachment, or by “ bills of 
attainder,” generally practiced to punish malefac¬ 
tor- But the system soon degenerated into politi-

condemned and executed from malignant motives. 
Kucli wits the condition of the English laws when 
our Constitution was framed, and the Convention 
determined to provide against the abuse of that 
high power, so that revenge and punishment should 
uot be indicted upon political and personal ene¬ 
mies. Hence, the whole punishment was made to 
consist in removal from office, and bills of attainder 
were wholly prohibited. We are to treat this ques¬ 
tion as wholly political, in which, if an officer of 
the government abuse his trust or attempt to per¬ 
vert it to improper purposes, whatever be his mo¬ 
tive. he becomes subject to impeachment and re¬ 
moval from office. The offence being indictable 
does not prevent impeachment, but is not necessary 
to sustain it. (See Story’s Commentaries on the 
' ' institution, Madison and others.) Such is the 
n|>inion of oni elementary writers. Nor can any 
i-aae of impeachment tried in this country be found 
where any attempt was made to prove the offence 
criminal and indictable. What, then, are the of- 
licial misdemeanors of Andrew Johnson disclosed 
by the evidence ? On the 2d day of March, 1867, 
mgress passed an act entitled “ An act regulating 
the tenure of certain Civil Offices.” Among other 
provisions it enacted that no officer who had been 
appointed by and with the advice and consent of 
tiie Senate should be removed from office without 
tlie consent of the Senate, and that if, during vaca¬ 
tion, a suspension should be made for cause, such 
cause should be reported to the Senate within twen¬ 
ty (lays after their next meeting. If the Senate 
should deem the reason of the suspension sufficient, 
then the officer should be removed and another ap¬ 
pointed in his stead. But if the Senate should re¬ 
fuse to concur with the President, and declare the 
reasons insufficient, then the officer suspended 
should forthwith resume the functions of his office, 
auj the powers of the person performing its duties 
should cease. It is especially provided that the Se- 
''(riury of War shall hold his office during the term 
ot the President by whom he may have been ap¬ 
pointed, and for one month thereafter, unless re- 
uioved by and with the consent of tho Senate, as 
atoresaid. On the 12th of August, 1867, during 
Si rece * °f the Senate, the President removed the 
'rotary of War, whose term of office had not ex- 
thA* 1 ' , r !‘ c l u iring him to surrender tho office, with 
o e l’uulic property, and appointed Gen. U. S. Grant 
‘ ' ra tary of War, ad interim. When Andrew John- 
u assumed the office of President, he took the oath 
• ! o icy the Constitution of the United States, and 


to and see that those very laws are faithfully 
obeyed ? Then, the great beauty and remedial and 
preventive process is clearly demonstrated. He is 
dull and blind who cannot see its necessity, and the 
beneficial results and purposes of the trial by im¬ 
peachment. By the 6th section of the act alluded 
to, it is provided that all removals, appointments, 
r employments, made or exercised contrary to the 
provisions of this act or the making, sealing, coun- 
tersigning, or issuing of any commission or letter 
of authority for or in respect to any such appoint¬ 
ment or employment, shall be deemed, and are 
herebv declared to be high misdemeanors, and upon 
trial and conviction thereof, the person offending 
ab«n be punished by a fine not exceeding $10,000, or 
by imprisonment not exceeding five years, or both, 
said punishment in the discretion of the Court. 
Now, in defiance of this law, Andrew Johnson, on 
the 21st day of February, 1868, issued his commis¬ 
sionary letter of authority to Lorenzo B. Thomas, 
appointing him Secretary of War, ad interim, and 
commanding him to take possession of the Depart¬ 
ment of War, and to eject the present incumbent, 
E. M. Stanton, then in lawful possession of said of¬ 
fice. Here, if this act-stood alone, would be an un¬ 
deniable official misdemeanor, not only misdemean- 
1 per se, but declared to be so by the act itself, 
id the offender made indictable and punishable 
„ a criminal proceeding. If Andrew Johnson es¬ 
capes with bare removal from office, if he be not 
fined and incarcerated in the penitentiary after¬ 
ward, under criminal proceedings, he may thank 
the weakness or clemency of Congress, and not his 
own innocence. We shall propose to prove on the 
trial that Andrew Johnson was guilty of misprision 
of bribery, by offering to Gen. Grant, if he would \ 
unite with, him in his lawless violence, to assume in 
his stead the penalties and to endure the imprisonment 
prescribed by the laws. Bribery is one of the of¬ 
fences specifically enumerated for which the Presi¬ 
dent may be impeached and removed from office. 
By the Constitution, Article 2, Section 2, the Pres¬ 
ident has power to nominate, and, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint all of¬ 
ficers of the United States, whose appointments are 
not therein otherwise provided for, and which shall 
be established by law, and to fill up all vacancies 
that may happen during the recess of the Senate, 
by granting commissions which shall expire at the 
end of then - next session. Nowhere, either in the 
Constitution, or by statute, has the President pow¬ 
er to create a vacancy during the session of the 
Senate ; and-yet, on the 21st day of February, 1868, 
while the Senate was in session, he gave notice to 
the head of the War Department that he had been 
removed from office, and that his successor, ad in¬ 
terim, had been appointed. Here is a plain re¬ 
corded violation of the Constitution, and laws, 
which, if it stood alone, would make every honest 
and intelligent man give his vote for impeachment. 
The President had persevered in his lawless course 
through a long series of unjustifiable acts. When 
the so-called Confederate States of America i 
conquered, and had lain down their arms, and 
rendered their territory to the victorious Union, the 
government and final disposition of the conquered 
country belonged to Congress alone, according to 
every principle of the law of nations. Neither the 
Executive, nor the Judiciary had any right to inter¬ 
fere with it, except so far as was necessary to control 
it by military rule, until the sovereign power of the 
nation had provided its civil administration. No 
power bnt Congress had any right to say whether 
er, or when they should be admitted to the Union 
States, and entitled to the privileges of the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, anil yet Andrew 
Johnson, with unblushing hardihood, undertook to 
rule them by his own power alone, to lead them 
into full communion with the Union, direct them 
what governments to enact, and what constitutions 
to adopt, and to send Representatives to Congress 
according to his instructions. When admonished 
bv express act of Congress. more than ™«o 
ed, he disregarded the warning, and continued his 
lawless assumption. He is since known to have 
obstructed the re-establishment of those govern¬ 
ments by the authority of Congress, and has. ad¬ 
vised the inhabitants to resist the Lepishdirm of Con¬ 
gress. In my judgment his conduct in regard to 
that transaction was a high-handed usurpation of 
power, which long ago ought to have brought him 
to impeachment and trial, and to have removed him 
from his position of great mischief. He has been 
lucky in thus far escaping through false logic and 
false law, but his then acts, which will,

Men will not fail to remember these things when 
the events of to-day are written in history. There, 
are moral reasons for the impeachment of Andrew 
Johnson. Children will ask their parents what 
became of the man who thus dishonored his coun¬ 
try, and the reply will be, He was driven from his 
office to obscurity, and was never afterward heard 
of beyond the tap-rooms of Greenville, where he 
lived to a green old age, making endless speeches 
about the Constitution and the Radicals, and what 
he would do when he was re-elected President of 
the United States. We owe something to the 
spirit of Christianity, to the moral law which everv 
gentleman tries to obey and to teach to hi3 cfa.op 
ren. The impeachment of Andrew Johnson will 
not merely be commended because he tried to 
evade the law, bnt because he degraded his high 
office, and brought his country to shame, and 
made it a scandal among the nations. Therefore, 
the moral sense of the country demands this im¬ 
peachment. Congress should feel that every geo- 
tleman, that every Christian mother who has sons 
that she wonld see honored, that every American 
who is proud of his country, will stand by it in 
this solemn but unavoidable duty. There are 
moral laws as well as civil laws. While the trib¬ 
unal of one is the present and palpable machinery 
of justice, the tribunal of the other is in the con¬ 
science and heart of all. Now that Andrew John¬ 
son is about to appear before the civil law, to 
answer for his misdemeanors, it is well to remem¬ 
ber that, morally, he was long since tried by the 
common-sense of his countrymen, and condemned 
to the execration of the party which he betrayed, 
and to the contempt of that other party upon which 
he is now fawning.

South of imposition and fraud such as I have speci¬ 
fied. 

Mr. Speaker, haying now briefly explained the 
two sections of toe bill, I desire to urge one or 
two general considerations fa support of its pas¬ 
sage. 

In the first place, I beg leave to repeat what I 
said here fa December, as to toe great and impera¬ 
tive need of homes throughout these States. It is 
true that under -the Southern homestead law of 
June 21, 1866, a large belt of country is dedicated 
exclusively to homestead entry and settlement, all 
farther sale of it being henceforward forbidden. 
But a very great proportion of this land is worth¬ 
less for tillage, and failed to find purchasers prior 
to the war, even under toe inducements supplied 
by toe old graduation laws of Congress. It is 
manifestly inadequate to supply the demand of the 
millions in those regions for homes. Let me state 
a few instructive facts fa support of my position. 
In 1850 Congress granted to the three States of 
Louisiana, Florida, and Arkansas twenty-six million 
of the best lands fa those States under toe 
of “swamp and overflowed land,” a large 
proportion being dry land, and among the very 
best fa the nation. The lands tons granted to 
those States were bought up fa vast tracts by Jacob 
Thompson, of Mississippi, Robert W. Johnson, of 
Arkansas, and other leading rebels, and to-day are 
held as a remorseless monopoly upon which toe 
loyal and landless poor of these States may not set 
their feet. 

Let me state another instructive fact—and I have 
it from toe census tables, from toe official reports 
of toe General Land Office—namely, that fa the 
five land States of the South there are fifty-two 
million acres of land held by speculators, from 
which, of course, toe poor are totally excluded. In 
point of fact, more than two-thirds of toe popula¬ 
tion of those States are landless, and if yon exclude 
their towns and cities, not more than one person fa 
fifteen of their agricultural population is a land¬ 
holder. Fourteen-fifteenths of the people of an 
exclusively agricultural country, only one-tenth of 
which is improved, own no land, and are at the 
mercy of toe graceless few who do own it. These 
are startling facts, and they invoke our early and 
earnest action. 

Mr. Speaker, from these considerations it is seen 
once how necessary it is that we should multiply 
the opportunities for acquiring homes fa those 
States, and I repeat here what I said fa this Hall 
fiye years ago, that the great want of this Southern 
country is small farms, thrifty tillage, free schools, 
closely associated communities, social independ¬ 
ence, respect for honest labor, and equality of po¬ 
litical rights, in toe place of great plantations, 
widely scattered population, wasteful agricnlture, 
social degradation, toe decay of literature, contempt 
for honest labor, and a pampered aristocracy lord¬ 
ing it over millions of the poor. Sir, on these 
general and pregpant grounds I ask that the 
House shall consider favorably the enactment of 
this bill. 

Tho fact is well known that in Texas, prior to the 
war, the Germans demonstrated the profitableness 
of raising cotton on tracts of only a few acres. 
Each farmer raised only so much as fas family could 
take care of. and it was a better article and pro¬ 
duced a better \price in marked than cotton raised 
on great plantations under toe syBtemof “gang la¬ 
bor.” But I noed not appeal to the experience of 
Texas, nor speak of cotton only. Every great po¬ 
litical economist tells us that in France, where the 
policy of small farms has been tested, and fa all 
those countries on the continent in which it has 
beep thoroughly tried, toe maximum of productive¬ 
ness has been toe result, while it invariably edu¬ 
cates the cultivator, and promotes the virtues of 
temperance and frugality, and renders his calling 
respectable and attractive. Sir, the South needs a 
new dispensation, suited to the rule of free labor. 
Her system of wasteful tillage on great stretches of 
land by uneducated labor must pass away ; and toe 
attempt to preserve it will be as ruinous as the same 
experiment fa the island of Jamaica after slavery 
had been abolished. Political economy promises 

On these considerations, then, I ask that these 
lands of toe South, wantonly committed to toe 
keeping of these rebel corporations, shall he opened 
up to those who need it. 

The aggregate grant of this land, as I have said, 
amounts to nearly five million acres. It consistsof 
alternate sections along the lines of these roads for 
a distance of six miles on either side. By putting 
up the price of the even sections to $2 50 an acre, 
it has interdicted settlement on them, thus making 
a solid belt of twelve miles along the fertile valleys 
of the States fa which they lie. By Urns excluding 
this belt from all settlement and tillage, it neces¬ 
sarily has driven away from a considerable territory 
contiguous to that belt, settlements which else 
would have been made.

The President of the company, and the senator from 
Chester, did not lose the odor ot sanctity by the presence 
"of the blacks, but all seemed mutually pleased and satis¬ 
fied. Now, when you consider that this took place at 
Harrisburg, you will agree with me that the world is 
progressing in the matter o£ abolishing that atheistical, 
inhuman, and unchristian spirit of caste, which nowhere 
t earth prevails, except in the United States, where it 
the offspring of the old system of slavery. 

Now let ns see what the church is about. In the In¬ 
dependent of the 13th instant, Mr. Tilton informs the 
pnblie that a split has occurred in the unanimity of the 
Congregational Chnreh of the cit^ of Washington, of 
which Dr. Boynton is pastor.

He says : “But in a com¬ 
munity where suitable churches and schools of their 
own people abound, I cannot conscientiously, as a friend 
of the blacks, advise them to avoid those organizations 
of their own, and bury themselves in a living grave— 
unheeded little company in the masses of the 
whites. I 

Now, you may, Mr. Editor, be surprised at this dis¬ 
play of rank, infidel, pro-slavery feeling on the part of 
Dr. Boynton ; you may be amazed at the use of the word 
conscientious in his plea : but I am not disappointed in 
my expectations, for I have for years believed that Dr. 
Boynton belonged to the class of religionists, who, like 
the ancient Samaritans, “feared the Lord, bnt served 
their own gods.” He was an abolitionist, but an aboli¬ 
tionist of the order of Saint Nicodemus. In past years, 
during our most terrible struggle with the slave power, 
observable that when any diabolical iniquity was 
about to be perpetrated, the pro-slavery clergy got up a 
revival of religion to sanctify the crime, by arguing that 
if slavery were so bad, and the church’s complicity 
criminal as the abolitionists represented, God would 
not give such tokens of his approbation 
rivals of religion.

“Now, I shall yet go 
schooiand learn to read and write! ” Who can tell how 
many lonely, pining children are now, to all purposes, 
slaves, in Delaware, Maryland and Kentucky, growing 
up with none to care whether they learn to read and 
Write, as this little Hetty Morris was till the Abolition¬ 
ists defended her? It is heartless, cold-blooded, world¬ 
ly apathy, that con object to the name or the work o t - 
Anii-Slavery Society. Since this New Year b 
three negroes were seized in Tennessee, bound 
logs, and beaten nearly dead, because they voted the 
Republican ticket. Three thousand black men in Mis¬ 
sissippi petition Congress to send them to Liberia. In 
their touching language, “ The white people have all 
the land, all the money, all the education. Many of the 
planters refuse to pay us altogether, and they work 
generally to prevent the education of our children.’ 
And you tell me there is no need of an Anti-Slavery 
Society. See black men all over the South persecuted, 
driven from homes, such as they have had, denied work 
and bread, for daring to vote loyally. See them still 
shot down—killed by all the cowardly, ruffianly means 
known to the old barbaric days of slavery—and then, if 
yon have a human heart, ask the American Anti-Slavery 
Sooiety,to stop its work, if yo» can! Are yon afraid the 
black people will have too many friends, too much justice, 
too much liberty ?

nfethods of influence, to bear upon this important prob¬ 
lem of society. The ballot is a symbol of individual 
power, whether it be in the hands of man or woman. 

Though it does not suffice to convert immediately ig¬ 
norant, low-lived men to intelligent, high-minded citi¬ 
zens, the tendency, all must admit, even under the most 
discouraging circumstances, has been favorable, as far 
as the experiment has been tried. Educational facili¬ 
ties, which should be increased and go hand in hand 
with the extension of the suffrage, have been, and are at 
best, very inadequate. Facilities for education should 
at least be cu-extensive with the provisions for the sup¬ 
pression of crime. Though if this result could be 
achieved at once, we should not expect, on the 
instant, a great change for the better in the condition of 
men and women, we should count it a great gain, in 
promise and possibility, over any system of restricted 
suffrage which should even include only toe more intel¬ 
ligent and virtuous and property-owning classes of meu. 

Restricted suffrage is anti-democratic in theory, and 
inevitably unjust, to a greater or less extent, in practice. 

The government of a country should be one in winch 
constitutionally, every man and every woman, not idi 
otic or guilty of crime, should count one and the e^ual 
of every other in the right of voting. 

The ideal woman, and the eloquent plea for greater 
breadth and depth of culture for both women and mem 
as represented in toe fast pages of toe book, we cannot
